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‘Whitewash’ Falls 
Flat on Its Face 


State Highway Board Chairman Roy 
Chalker’s attempted whitewash of al- 
leged road-building irregularities in the 
City of Baxley, involving expenditures of 
amounts said to be from $213,792 to $241,- 
982, leaves more unanswered questions 
than existed before. 

First and foremost, hawever, is the 
mysterious disappearance of all construc- 
tion records. The report presented yester- 
day at a whitewash parade by the de- 
partment, presided over by Mr. Chalker, 
was, in the words of State Highway Con- 
struction Engineer C. W. Leftwich—who 
made the study—based on “oral informa- 
tion” and on the department’s own inves- 
tigation because the construction records 
had been lost. 

Never were records lost more con- 
yeniently nor has a report been made on 
a matter of such grave importance based 
on “oral information” and hearsay. 

What type of highway department is 
it which fails to keep accurate and writ- 
ten construction records of expenditures 
of almost a quarter-million dollars? 

But not only did Mr. Leftwich’s in- 
vestigation find the money was spent and 
the work done in the amount of $213,- 
792. but that additional work in the 
amount of $41,777 was accomplished on 
the projects for which the state put up the 
total amount of $241,982. Under this 
line of reasoning the state, said this 
amazing report, came out to the good in 
the amount of $13,587. 

And yet the construction records to 
prove all this are missing! 

Mr. Chalker pointed out that in some 
instances work was not performed in lo- 
cations specified by the contract but that 


other jobs equivalent in money value 
were performed on other streets in 
Baxley. 


In the name of all that’s right, what 
good is a contract? Does the state have 
any laws which make a contract bind- 
ing? Can the highway department dis- 
pense taxpayers’ funds willy-nilly to any 
Tom, Dick or Harry who says he needs 
a specified sum to do specified work and 
who then spends it wherever and however 
he plea: es? 

If our information is correct, the law 
requires work under a contract to be done 


where specified. There is no law of which 
we are aware which permits work under 
such a contract to be done somewhere 
else nor state funds to be spent other- 
wise than authorized by the contract. 

Is the highway department bound by 
the laws of Georgia or can its engineers 
and the chairman make their own? 

In claiming that an additional $41,777 
worth of work was done, Mr. Leftwich 


conceded in questioning yesterday that he 
could not be certain as to how, when and 
by whom that $41,777 worth of additional 
work was done. With construction records 
lost, then who can? 

We cannot believe this lame attempt 
to whitewash this Baxley affair will be 
acceptable to the people of Georgia. The 
matter addresses itself to State Auditor 
Thrasher, to the attorney general, to 
the Appling County and Fulton. County 
Grand Juries, And there still exists the 
sworn affidavit made by Baxley Police 
Chief W. H. Branch which the report by 
Mr. Chalker does not erase. 

This investigation by the highway de- 
partment by itself can be no substitute for 
a full-scale probe by all other agencies 
concerned. A government department en- 
gaged in spending millions of taxpayers 


funds has admitted in this instance an 

unbelievable carelessness about how they 

are spent. There must be an accounting.

Significant in light of the attacks on 
fluoridation as “unsafe” is the testimony 
at New Orleans of Dr. Frank: T. Scott of 
Jacksonville, Fla. 

Jacksonville has natural fluoridation. 
_ By nature, the water there has even more 
than the optimum amount recommended 
as a decay deterrent. 


‘Dr. Scott says children in his city are 
benefiting from the fluoride content of the 
water with no evidence at all that the 
chemical causes periodontal diseases or 
pyorrhea, as some claim, 


Indeed, says Dr. Scott, fluoridation 
might even help prevent periodontal trou-

ble because the more teeth one has the 
less likely he is to have pyorrhea. 

We cite the New Orleans endorsement 
and the Jacksonville testimony, not be- 
cause we expect it to bring immediate 
action in Atlanta, but simply to add to the 
evidence which some day we hope will 
prove irresistible here.

On School Attendance 


Crisp County’s crackdown on ab- 
senteeism in schools has the necessary 
ingredients to produce results. 


The school administration, the grand 
jury and the visiting teacher are co- 
operating in a vigorous program to in- 
crease student attendance. The core of 
the campaign is a stipulation that parents 
or guardians of children absent four times 
without lawful reason between March 27 
and April 28 will be subpoenaed by the 
grand jury. Responsibility thus will be 
placed where it belongs. 


The law plainly states that parents or 
guardians must send their children to 
school. In a deplorable number of in- 
stances it has been ignored with a conse- 
quent loss to the children themselves and 
to the schools on their average daily at- 
tendance, the basis upon which teachers 
are allocated. 


Crisp County’s sound approach to the 
problem of enforcement should . be 
watched with interest by school leaders 
throughout the state.

The Swiss, naturally, are not among the lead- 
ing nations at wine producing; there is only so 
much room for vineyards in their craggy land. 
But they are very likely the most progressive 
and ingenious 

The Swiss dairy industry has. had success in 
transporting milk through underground pipe- 
lines made of polyethylene, a plastic mate- 
rial. So now it is reported that a leading wine 
maker has applied the technique to his age-old 
business, too. 

His polyethylene pipe runs down a 24 per 
cent grade for more than three-quarters of a 
mile, from the vineyards to the bottling works 
on the shore of Lake Leman (Geneva, if you 
insist). Flow of the mature wine 1s controlled 
at about two miles an hour, so as not to shake 
the stuff up. The saving in transportation costs 
will pay for the polyethylene in five years— 
maybe less if the local teamsters’ union raises 
its scales. 

This revelation from nearby Lausanne does 
not mention any difficulty with local supersti- 
tions about such unceremonious treatment ruin- 
ing the wine or polyethylene being poisonous or 
something. On the contrary it insists the quality 
is not affected one little bit. 

It sounds like a tippler’s pipe dream.

Many Georgians are, to say the least, disturbed by the numerous 
revelations of irregularities in the handling of highway construction 


in several counties. 


There is a growing feeling that all is not well 


in the way in which funds have been expended and many have ex- 
pressed the feeling that somewhere along the line there probably have 
been actual iJegalities in some of the activities of those who have 


been in charge of road contracts. 

Over in Appling County it was 
revealed that the state had paid 
for work that was never done 
on certain roads and that some 
payments were made and the 
work completed after such pay- 
ments. 

Too, there was reported the 
spending of $1,500 in connection 
with the state transferring title 
to certain property to a “‘recre- 
ation” group in that county. There 
seems to be a lot of doubt as to 
the legality of any such payment 
and the Fulton County Grand 
Jury has begun an investigation, 
since the charge is that the money 
was paid over in that county. 

A number of residents of Ap- 
pling County have been sum- 
moned to testify before the grand 
jury and it is going to be inter- 
esting to see what develops. 

Now come some charges of ir- 
regularities in’ the building of 
certain roads in White County. 
There has been uncovered testi- 
mony. that in certain instances 
bills submitted to the State High- 
way Department for road con- 
struction have been “‘padded’’ to 
cover costs which should have 
been borne by the county or the 
contractor. 

There have been numerous in- 


stances over the state where con- 


tracts have been awarded to the 
counties for certain road work and 
these contracts have been sublet 
to firms engaged in road con- 
struction when it is specified in 
the contracts between the state 
and the counties that the con- 
tracts should not be sublet. 


It seems to have been the gen- 
eral practice to ignore this clause 
in the contracts. 


Our state has been spending a 
large amount of money on road 
construction and the public is en- 
titled to know whether or not the 
money has been spent properly 
and whether or not the work has 
been done in a proper and satis- 
factory manner. 


It is to be hoped that the in- 
vestigations which have been 
started will be carried out fairly 
and honestly and that the true 
facts will be made known. If 
there have been illegalities, let 
the responsible ones be made to 
pay the price for such acts. If 
the reports and rumors are with- 
out actual basis in fact, let those 
accused be cleared of any sus- 
picion of wrongdoing. 

The people are entitled to know 
the facts. © 


Therefore, up till now it has not 
been necessary for them to have 
the protection of the unit system.

The last word spoken by Christ from the 


cross is recorded in Luke 23:46: 


thy hands I commend my spirit.” Dr. Moffatt 


“Father, into 


translates this word in this manner, “Father, I now commit my myer 
to your care.” The first thing this word suggests to me is Jesus’ use 


of the word ‘“‘Father.”” Always He 

Sometimes we speak of God as 
the Almighty, the Absolute, the 
Eternal or the Ultimate. When 
Jesus spoke of God as Father, He 
thought of Himself in the intimate 
relations of a son. When we turn 
to One who is our heavenly Fa- 
ther, we come as His children. 


The words in this last utterance 
of our Lord also suggest a child 
returning to the open arms of his 
father. God had not abandoned 
Jesus in His hour of anguish. He 
was waiting to welcome Him once 
more to the heavenly circle. 


The last word was one which 
Jesus no doubt had spoken count- 
less times in His life. For small 
children in His day always spoke 
these words before they went to 
sleep at night. At His mother’s 
knee Jesus had learned the quiet 
confidence of surrendering one’s 
life each night to the heavenly 
Father. Now at last, no longer as 
a child but with a child-like faith 
and trust, He surrenders His life 
to the care of a loving Father. 


The last word also suggests to 
me the way in which a good man 
may at last turn from the cares 
and responsibilities of earthly life. 
Some men have died with curses 
on their lips. Some with shouts 
of despair and doubt. Some with 
complaints and regrets. But godly 
men die calmly, confidently and

The veil in the Temple was hung 
before the Holy of Holies, the 
place where God was thought to 
dwell. The common people could 
not enter that hallowed place. Only 
the High Priest went in and then 
only on the most solemn and holy 
occasions.

I am convinced that what we 


have from the Kremlin is a sugar-coated trap delicately set in the 
smiling hope that the West will put its neck it in. 


If the Soviet Union had wanted 
to work out an agreed end to 
testing under international super- 
vision, it. had unlimited oppor- 
tunity to do so in the forum of the 
new United Nations Disarmament 
Commission which was created 
by the Assembly last fall for this 
purpose. It was tailored for So- 
viet participation and was voted 
by the United Nations 54 to 9. 

Since Moscow spurned the com- 
mission, boycotted the commis- 
sion and did everything possible 
to discredit it, I can see no other 
conclusion than that the Soviets 
do not want an agreed, inspect- 
able suspension of nuclear test- 
ing. 

Then what does the Kremlin 
hope to accomplish by its ma- 
neuver and how does it hope to 
accomplish it? The answers, lI 
think, are these: 

1. The Soviets want to see the 
United States pushed into a po- 
sition in which it will have to call 
off its impending nuclear tests, 
due to start mid-April in the Pa- 
cific. They figure that. the pres- 
sure of world opinion may force 
us to do so. 

2. In renouncing nuclear tests 
for the present, Moscow hopes to 
stimulate such an avalanche of 
world demand that the United 
States and Great Britain will have 
to do the same thing. 

Well, what’s wrong with that? 
Why wouldn’t it be a fine thing 
for both sides to end tests by just 
saying so?

The reason it would not be a 
fine thing is that it would not con- 
tain the one indispensable ingredi- 
ent—mutual inspection to make 
sure that there is no violation. 


What the Soviet Union is really 
up to is to bring about the cessa- 
tion of testing without inspection. 


Obviously a nation can at any 
time declare that it is stopping 
testing. But if it is not willing to 
enter into an international agree 
ment which can be inspected, 
then each nation retains the right 
to resume testing at any time for 
any reason on an instant’s notice. 


I do not suggest the Kremlin is 
not going to live up to its own an- 
nouncement that it is stopping 
its nuclear tests. But it is fair to 
point out that it has created a 
situation for itself in which it is 
open to the Soviets to resume un- 
announced testing within a week 
and, if its tests are detected, all 
it will have to say is that it de- 
cided to resume them since the 
United States did not immediate- 
ly follow suit. 


All of this makes the Soviet 
proposal — or so it seems to me— 
a transparent maneuver which 
ought not to fool very many peo- 
ple. 

It also makes it more urgent 
that there should be substantial 
private discussions with Moscow 
on testing and arms control to 
see if anything can be done to 
pave the way for a useful sum- 
mit conference.

He add- 
ed, therefore, that “it would be 
impossible’ to give Nixon speci- 
fied duties within the executive 
branch of the government. 

As a matter of fact, the vice 


- president now has administrative 


duties in the executive branch of 
the government. He is chairman 
of the President’s Committee on 
Government Contracts, and while 
these are not very - important, 
they are in keeping with other 
vice presidential executive re- 
sponsibilities of the past.

Earlier, when some of the ad- 
ministration leaders ° were mini- 
mizing the Soviet earth satel- 
lites (the assistant to the Presi- 
dent, Sherman Adams, called it 
an “outer - space basketball 
game”), Nixon publicly took a 
much more serious view of the 
Moscow: challenge. 


More recently, he has been dis- 
turbed by the loss of the political 
and psychological initiative to the 
Soviets. 

It is probably too much to say 
that he is being “punished” for 
his independence, but the fact 
remains. There is an important 
job of psychological planning to 
be done. The President admits as 
much—Dulles would like to do it; 
but the President, for one reason 
or another, is showing very little 
interest in giving him the as- 
signment.

In my den I have a pegboard, with the pegs 
properly spaced to hold a selection of lures. It 
is placed there to remind me that I can’t possi- 
bly keep up with all the new creations by angler 
manufacturers. 

It hasn’t stopped me from adding to my col- 
lection, but every time I look at it, I have to 
laugh. Some of the items which are supposed to 
pass for irresistible fish catchers, wouldn’t even 
be recognized as angling gadgets if they didn't 
have hooks. 

One is shaped like a small banana, and about 
the same color. It is ringed with tiny holes, so 
that it will fill with water and slowly sink with 
a wiggling motion of its own. I tried it. I try 
everything. It probably would have caught a 
monkey if I’d hung it in a bush along the head- 
waters of the Amazon, but it has never enticed a 
Georgia fish. 

I've got another one, shaped like a shrimp. In 


the tail end is a tiny screw. The screw has an 
almost microscopic hole bored through its center. 
The way to fish this one is to take out the 
screw, put in a couple of drops of fish oil, reseat 
the screw and cast. Every twitch of the rod tip 
jets an atom of oil that no fish can resist (it 
says on the directions). 

One is shaped like a propeller on an outboard 
motor. The story goes that the fellow who made 
it once had a big fish come out of the depths 
and hit at his slowly-turning prop while he was 
slowed down to trolling speed. There’s still 
another that is shaped to sit in the water, and 
with no help from the angler on the other end 
of the rod, carry on like a hula dancer with 
ants under her grass. 

The list would fill a book, but I don’t dare 
start it. Some of the lures were hotter in their 
time than the electric circuit of an outlawed fish 
telephone. And they all prove one thing—that any 
artificial lure will catch fish if it’s worked right, 
in the proper spot and the fish that see it are 
starving hungry.

MR. CHALKER: Recently the 
Atlanta Constitution in a copy-. 
righted story by Jack Nelson and | 
in accompanying editorials made | 
some very serious charges against | 
the State Highway Department | 
concerning work in Baxley, .Ga. | 
Apparently no effort was made | 
to secure the truth from the State | 
Highway engineers or accounting | 
office in Atlanta before the irre- | 
sponsible charges were published. | 
Now, naturally we in the High- | 
way Department were concerned. | 
Immediately upon publication of | 
the first story, I asked Mr. 
Charles Leftwich, State Highway 
construction engineer, to conduct 
an immediate and thorough in- 
vestigation. 

MR. LEFTWICH: When Mr. 
Chalker assigned me to this job 
of investigating the work in Bax- 
ley, Ga., he told me he wanted 
me to go down there and report 
just what I found. Before I left 
the Governor called me and asked 
me what date I was going down 
there on. When I told him, he 
said, ‘Well, I've never asked you 
anything before, but I’m asking 
you one thing now.” He says, 
“Check that thing thoroughly, 
make a report of what you find 
regardless of who it hurts.” 

We went in there — I say we, 
I had Mr. Judson Jackson, as 
my report shows, from Dublin, 
Ga., to do the actual measuring 
with his boys brought over on 
that job from Dublin. We did this 
work. with the idea in mind that 
anything we did was subject to 
question and subject to check. 
We recorded down on the maps 
where it was. Our estimates show 
what we have made. It is there 
for anyone to check on the ground 
and we will give them 100 per 
cent cooperation and help in 
checking if anyone is interested. 

MR. NELSON: I would like 
to ask you, Mr. Leftwich, who 
identified any of the streets for 
you in Baxley when you were 
measuring the amount of work. 

MR. LEFTWICH: My report 
shows we brought in the ‘resident 
engineer and the project engineer 
who were on this work when it
